justice was seven for guilty, 
four for acquittal and one 
undecided. 
Deliberated 26: Hours 
But 26 hours later they voted 
unanimously for acquittal. The 
jury believed that the main 
government witnesses, the ac­ 
cusers in the chair, were not 
telling the truth 
beyond a 
reasonable doubt. Those two 
words 'reasonable doubt” are 
key ones in a criminal case. 
The 
two once formidable 
members of the Nixon adminis­ 
tration had been accused of 
trying to impede a Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission 
investigation of financier Rob­ 
ert L. Vesco in exchange for his 
secret $200,000 contribution to 
the 
1972 
Nixon 
re-election 
campaign and of lying to the 
grand jury about it. 
The test for finding truth 
came in the credibility of the 
prosecution’s crucial witnesses, 
particularly Harry L. Sears, a 
New Jersey Republican leader 
and Vesco 
lawyer; 
former 
White House counsel John W. 
Dean 3rd, and former SEC 
general counsel G. Bradford 
Cook. 
"We started talking about the 
credibility of these witneses 
and why they were talking,” 
Miss Kucharski said. "We bed 
a reasonable doubt because of 
these witnesses, and be canse 
we didn’t believe the evidence 
was substantiated. 
"Possibly ... For Favor” 
"Not only Mr. Dean, but Mr. 
Cook and Mr. Sears admitted 
perjury. We took all this Into 
consideration. As for Dean, he 
admitted guilt possibly looking 
for favor.” 
When Miss Kucharski uttered 
the words "not guilty” for the 
18th time —each man was 
accused of nine crimes —in a 
soft voice at 12:58 p.m., all 
charges against former Attor­ 
ney 
General 
Mitchell 
and 
former Commerce Secretary 
Stans were struck down. 
The end came after 48 days 
—eight days were used in 
selecting the jury —of a trial 
that included a lot of "firsts.” 
It was the first dual trial in 
history 
of 
former 
Cabinet 
members, the first trial of any 
former Cabinet member since 
the Teapot Dome scandals of 
the 1920s and the first finding of 
innocent — one of the Teapot 
Dome cabinet members got a 
hung jury and the other was 
convicted and sent to prison.

tergate tapes to be turned over 
to the House Judiciary Com it- 
tee, White House officials said 
today.

Rodino, D-N.J., and the ranking 
Republican member, Rep. Ed­ 
ward Hutchinson of Michigan to 
listen to 
the actual

recordings. 
The officials said that Nixon 
also intends to make public the 
partial 
transcripts 
of 
the 
Watergate-related taped con­ 
versations subpoenaed in the 
House impeachment inquiry. 
Presidential aides have in­ 
dictated that only 36 of the 
conversations subpoenaed were 
transcribed, saying tapes did 
not exist for the other six. 
Nixon’s Watergate legal team 
has been working for several 
weeks in transcribing the tapes 
which later were edited to 
remove coarse language and 
matters considered irrelevant 
or of national security sen­ 
sitivity. 
Rodino and 
several 
other 
committee members h a v e 
made it clear they would not be 
satisfied with transcripts, par­ 
ticularly edited transcripts— 
that they wanted the full, 
actual tape.'. 
Nixon’s plan would be 
a 
compromise to permit verifica­ 
tion and authenticity of the 
transcripts. 
White 
House 
aides 
have 
stated publicly that they believe 
the transcripts will exonerate 
Nixon of any allegations of 
wrongdoing in connection with 
Watergate and the cover-up.

High Court To Review 
Nixon’s Fund Impounding 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Supreme Court agreed today to 
decide whether President Nixon 
has power to withhold from the 
states allotments authorized by 
Congress 
to finance 
water 
pollution control. 
The court will hear argu­ 
ments next fall or winter on 
two test cases and will decide 
them later by written opinion. 
The issue concerns interpre­ 
tation of the Water Pollution 
Control Act of 1972, passed over 
the President’s veto. The law 
calls for federal allotments of 
$5 billion for fiscal year 1973 
and $6 billion the following year 
to aid construction of publicly 
owned sewage treatment works. 
Nixon cut the sums to $2 
billion and $3 billion, respec­ 
tively, on the ground that the 
larger amounts could not be 
spent wisely and the outlay 
would be inflationary. 
The action was one of many 
by the President impounding 
money provided by Congress 
for highways, education and 
pollution. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia ruled 
on Jan. 23, 1974, that the

Big Oil Ship Can’t Enter Port 


SAN C L E ME N T E . Calif. 
(UPI) — Standard Oil of 
California prepared today to 
receive the langest shipment of 
crude oil ever delivered to the 
West Coast, and the first Saudi 
Arabian oil to reach the United 
States since the oil boycott 
ended. 
An oil tanker too large to 
enter any West Coast port, 
carrying 1.57 million barrels of 
oil —$18 million worth —was to 
arrive off San Clemente Island 
at about 8 am . PDT today, a 
spokesman for the Coast Guard 
said. 


Since the ship, the 1,068 foot 
E. Hornsby Wassora, is too big 
to enter any port available, the 
oil will be pumped at sea into 
two smaller tankers, according 
to a spokesman for Standard 
Oil. The oil will be taken to 
Standard 
refineries 
at 
El 
Segundo and Richmond, Calif. 
Special precautions against 
spillage will be taken, said the 
Standard 
spokesman, 
David 
Appleton. Two boats carrying 
absorbent material will be 
standing by, ready to use the 
material to soak up any oil that 
may leak into the sea during 
the transfer, he said.

The initial act of allotment 
does not comnit the govern­ 
ment to any obligation. Control 
of spending at the obligation 
stage of the program was not 
before the District of Columbia 
Circuit, which stayed the effect 
of its decision to allow for 
Supreme Court review. 
The

was 
brought by Campaign Clean 
Water, Inc., which conceded at 
the outset some discretion by 
the President at the allotment 
stage. The 4th Circuit said

Judge 
Robert 
R. 
Merbige Jr. had found an abuse 
of discretion on too little 
evidence and sent the case 
back to him for more hearings 
on whether Nixon had actually 
nullified the purpose of the law.

Prescott said the disaster 
housing mission has now reach­ 
ed the stage where the number 
of families being housed daily 
will increase. 
He said applications for hous­ 
ing are still being accepted, but 
have tapered off to less than 15 
a day.

were knocked out of service by 
the April. 3 tornadoes.

preliminarily estimated to total 
several million dollars. 
The electric company said 
some 1,200 workers—half of 
them supplied by Indianapolis 
Power A Light Co. and by line 
contractors 
—

working 16-hour shifts since the

The utility estimates that it 
will be two to three more days 
before all lines are back in. 
operation on

The question is not whether the President's 
cooperation in his own impeachment inquiry 
would weaken the presidency, it is whether 
the powers and responsibilities of the office 
have not already been so abused or misused 
by its present holder that his impeachment 
may be the only way of cleansing the

‘Undiscovery Day’ To Be 
Observed On Pacific Coast

OCEAN S H O R E S , Wash. 
(UPI) — At midnight Saturday, 
Ocean 
Shores 
residents 
will 
leave their patios and cocktail 
lounges, trek across the sandy 
bea ?h to the water’s edge and 
shout, more or less in unison: 
‘Hey, George!” 
It is the climax of the annual 
celebration 
of 
“Undisoovery 
Day.’ 
It was 182 years ago on April 
28 
that the 
intrepid. British 
explorer Capt. George Vancouv­ 
er sailed right past this place 
without notice. 
He went on to discover Puget 
Sound, 
which 
he named for 
Peter Page, Mt. Ranter which 
he named for a British Lord, 
and Hood Canal, named for a 
British admiral. 
Ocean Shores was just a pile 
of sand dunes at edge of the 
Minard 
dairy 
farm 
until 
a 
promoter 
decided 
it 
would 
make a nice place for a town 
back in the 1950s. He enlisted 
the aid of singer Giny Sims 
and some of her friends and 
replaced the botlegging “hon­ 
kers” and other squatters with 
expatriots from the cities. 
Trouble is, the city folk can’t 
seem 
to cope without some 
cause to celebrate. This result­ 
ed in 
the founding of such 
nonevents 
as 
the “ Fog Fes­ 
tival” f e a t u r i n g February 
ocean wading, and the “Clam 
Prix,” where the fastest dig­ 
gers take home the loot. 
Last spring someone sitting 
in “The Inn” sipping grog on
